CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORATION 


WE, the undersigned, all citizens of the 
United States and a majority citizens and 
residents of the District of Columbia, of 
full age, desiring to associate ourselves 
as a corporation pursuant to the provi- 
sions of Title 29 of Chapter 6 of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Code (1951), do hereby 
certify as follows:

Objects 


The objects of the association will be to 
promote the restoration and rehabilita- 
tion of Foggy Bottom and to further the 
civic, cultural, social, and economic 
welfare of the community.

Margaret N. Moynihan of 7 Snows Court 
died while on vacation at Brant Beach, N, J., 
July 9. Etta Mai Russell of 808 New 
Hampshire Avenue died at Casualty Hospital 
in Washington, August 22. 

Margaret, with her mother. Mrs. Mary 
Moynihan, took the third house to be re- 
stored in Snows.
